It seems inappropriate that the most widely read, 
researched, and available book in the entire world- as well 
as one of the oldest- is very often not given the correct 
optical lenses for its subject matter. Most want to view it 
either as the textbook itself on organized occidental plans 
for world domination, or as the ultimate in "feel-good:"a 
God given promise of eternal life and prosperity for those 
who follow its examples to remedy their souls. However, 
my dear friend and mentor for many years, Gary Ley, took 
up afar different microscope to perform his dissection 
from either of those; he wrote two tracts on Genesis and 
the Gospels, which- while staging both in the genre of 
historical fiction- sought to precisely show both for what 
they are. With Genesis, he sought to show the sinister 
nature and origins of this first book of the Torah, which 
today Jews use for legal instruction, and from which the 
other chief religious books of their culture- the Talmud 
and the Mishnah. However, as he is neither continuing 
with other books in the Bible, nor does he seem to be 
actively be pushing for a publication (and indeed he has 
lost several parts of his work), | have chosen to put out 
my own analysis and editing of his original work as the 
first ina planned series on as many Bible books as 
possible. While he may not want me doing this, | think his 
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
